That it 
the question being asked by those who 
have learned of the report being cir- 
culated about York and" the big city of 
York county that ttia new owners 'of 
the-' Atlantic Shore Line would: try to 
purchase the _four miles of' the P.'-1C. 
& Y. road from York Beach to York 
Village and make it an extension. This 
would give the Atlantic Shore' Line the 
cream of this valuable trade and have 
a tendancy to shut out the New Hamp- 
' shire cities that are now enjoying It, 


The report has gained considerable 


headway at York Village and has a 
persistency that will not die. News 
from Biddeford is to the same effect. 
The fact that York Village folks havfe 
to go to Alfred, and Biddeford to at- 
tend court and county affairs, has en- 
couraged Biddeford in the belief that 
she can secure the major part of the 
business from this rapidly-growing 
•summer resort by improved conditions 
in the transportation facilities between 
the two places. 


Now that "the affairs of the Atlantic 


Shore Line are rapidly being whipped 


into line and "Its former troubles .well 
ironed but, Biddeford folks are begin- 
ning to turn to new fields for business. 
They have not had much, opportunity
